I  Here  are  some  of  the  disturb 
fog  facts  whieh  Congress  ought 
to  take  a  eareful  look  at: 

I  Low  Stockpile— All  Govern- 
ment  pressjreieases.'regarding 
sSmthetic  rubber  reserves  have 
suddenly  stopped.  The?  used  to 
be  published  pnce  a  month  but 
none  since  J^ihuary  20.  Reason; 
The  ^synthctie  ■  rubber  reserve 
has  dropped  alarmingly. 
Though  "we’re  supposed  to' keep 
60,000  tons  on  hand,  today  we 
have  only  38,000  tons,  which 
will  drop  to  28,000  by'  April '26. 
(The  synthetic  factories  are'  to 
be  sold  on  March  2&  delivered 
April  26.). 

Little  Ck)mpanics  Squeezed— 
The  rubber  companies  ordered 
a  total  of  61,000  tons  of  Govern¬ 
ment  synthetic  rubber  for 
March,  have  other  orders  of 
69,000  tons  for  April. -Yet  the 
factories  will  "produce  only  61,- 
000  tons  In  March  and  59,000  in 
ApriL  On  top  of  .  this,  prblue- 
tion  will  drop  another  45/)00 
tons  yearly  after  the  factories 
are  sold,  beteause  General  Tire 
apd  Rubber  hasn’t  .made  a  deal 
with  the  ‘  Government  to  buy 
the  Baytown,  Tex.,  synthetic 
plant.  This  certain  shortage 
means  that  little  companies 
wont  be  able  to  buy  after 
April. 

Only  22  tire  companies  con¬ 
sume  72  percent  of  all  synthet¬ 
ic  rubber.  Of  these,  the  big  four 
alone  consume  60  percent  But 
there  are  scores  of  other  com¬ 
panies  needing  rubber  for  other 
purposes  which  may  not  be 
able  to  buy  it , after  April  26. 

Bonanza  for  Big  Business— 
Under  the  terms  of  the  sale, 
private  companies  pay  Uncle 
Sam  260  million  dollars  for 
the  rubber  factortesr—Mean- 
while,  the  factories  are  making 
an  annual  profit  averaging 
about  64  million  d(fllar$.  This 
means  that  if  the  United  States 
Government  ^ept  Jhe  plants 


and  tan  them'*  for  four  years, 
it  would  .make  as  much  profit  , 
as  the  purchase  price, 

Another  way  of  putting  it: 
The  big  boys  who  are  buying 
the  factories  pay  for  them  out 
of  profits.  Tn  the  end  the  fac¬ 
tories  cost  nothing.  It’s  a  good 
deal  if. you  can  get  it,  and  the 
companies  >vlU -.have  it  bn’ 
March  26— unless  Congress 
acts.  .  ' 

“Uncle  Sap”— Though  the  j 
best  rubber  factories  are  being 
sold,  “Uncle  Sap”  is  keeping 
.the  most  expensive  to  operate—  , 
at  Institute,  \7.  Va.  This  ^ill 
be  kept  on  a  stand-by  basis;  be- , 
cause  private  .industry  wbn’t  j 
buy  it.  In  other  words,  the  .big, 
boys  'are  skimming  the  cream  i 
while  Uncle  Sap  takes  ihe  1 
Curds.

DETAILS:  -  • 

On  Maroh  17,  1955,  Supervisor  Lish  Whitson  gave  a 
lecture  at  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  (CIA)  concerning 
the  Bureau's  responsibilities,  jurisdiction  and  general 
objectives  in  the  counterespionage  field*  The  lecture  followed 
the  outline  described  in  my  memorandum  of  Maroh  14,  1955,  and 
was  of  one  hour  and  thirty  minutes  duration*  Another  45minutes  ,  o 
was  spent  in  answering  questions  from  the  audience*  Liaison 
Agent  Papich  joined  Supervisor  Whitson  in  the  handling  of  these 
questions*  There  were  approximately  \  ~\smployees  in  attendance 
consisting  of  several  CIA  officials  and  officers'  responsible  for 
the  direction  of  CIA's  counterespionage  operations  not  only  at 
headquarters  but  at  various  foreign  stations* 

The  immediate  reaction  of  the  CIA  officials  after  the 
lecture  was  that  the  lecture  was  a  most  constructive  presentation* 
As  brought  out  by  the  type  of  questions  asked,  it  was  quite 
evident  that  many  CIA  employees,  including  officials,  have  an 
almost  unbelievable  or  distorted  conception  of  Bureau  jurisdiction 
and  general  objectives*  This  was  primarily  evidenced  in  questions 
asked  by  people  who  are  not  in  day-to-day  liaison  with  the  Bureau* 
In  addition,  it  was  amazing  to  note  that  some  of  those  present 
were  even  ignorant  of  some  CIA  jurisdiction* 

Supervisor  Whitson  discussed  several  matters  which  have 
been  sources  of  problems  and  even  conflicts  in  the  past*  In  each 
instance  it  was  stressed  to  the  CIA  audience  in  detail  exactly 
why  the  Bureau  needed  certain  information  and  what  the  CIA  could 
do  to  avoid  problems  in  the  future*  Throughout  the  lecture  and 
during  the  question  period,  it  was  reiterated  several  times  to 
the  audience  that  when  the  CIA  was  transmitting  a  request  or 
was  furnishing  information  which  required  Bureau  action,  it  was 
of  the  utmost  importance  to  furnish  all  possible  details* 

When  the  question  period  was  initiated,  it  was  made 
very  clear  to  all  present  that  Whitson  and  Papich  would*  welcome 
any  question  whatsoever*  In  addition,  the  audience  was  frankly 
informed  that  if  anyone  had  any  complaints,  suggestions  or 
recommendations  to  speak  up*  Actually,  the  group  was  stunned 
and  somewhat  surprised  at  this  challenge*  No  complaints  were 
made.  All  of  the  questions  were  handled  in  a  courteous  and 
tactful  fashion  but  definitely  in  a  very  straightforward  manner. 
Every  point  that  was  explained  to  jtfte  audience  was  laid  on  the 
line  free  of  any  evasiveness.  At  no  time  was  there  any  animosity

If  the  impression  has  been  gained  by  CIA  that  the 
Bureau  is  stingy  with'  its  information'  in  such  cases,  it  is  very 
likely  true*  We  first  of  all  want  to  be  certain  that  CIA  has 
gone  on  record  that  the  foreign  service  handling  the  lead  is 
reliable,  friendly  and  cooperative*  Secondly,  the  Bureau  will 
definitely  not  disseminate  any  information^-whatsoever  if  there 
is  any  indication  that  such  dissemination  might  jeopardise  the

Ansioer: 

The  Legal  Attache  is  a  Bureau  representative  whose 
connection  with  the  FBI  is  known  to  foreign  authorities  and 
who  is  assigned  to  a  foreign  country  to  follow  iBureau  natters 
in  a  strictly  liaison  capacity.  The  Legal  Attaches  are  not 
engaged  in  the  collection  of  foreign  intelligence;  the  FBI  has 
no  such  responsibilities , 

Question: 

Does  the  Bureau  give  the  sane  kind  of  training  to 
Agents  handling  criminal  as  to  those  handling  counterespionage 
natters? 

Answer: 

New  Agents  entering  the  Bureau  receive  the  sane  basic 
training.  Subsequently,  depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  work 
which  they  are  handling.  Agents  will  receive  specialised  training 
in  their  respective  fields,  (The  above  question  nay  be  predicated

Quite  often  a  foreign  service  requests  information. 

The  Bureau  gives  excellent  cooperation  but  the  Bureau  requests 
that  it  not  be  identified  as  the  source  of  the  information.  The 
CIA  sometimes  feels  that  if  the  Bureau  were  identified,  the  foreign 
service  would  be  inclined  to  be  more  cooperative  and  even  more 
enthusiastic  in  covering  leads;  the  prestige  and  reputation  of 
the  FBI  carries  a  lot  of  weight  when  dealing  with  foreign  services.

Unless  we  so  specifically  authorise,  we  do  not  wish  to 
be  identified  as  the  source  of  the  information.  There  is  always 
the  chance  that  information  could  ’be  misused  by  a  foreign  service. 
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If  the  Bureau  were  identified  with  such  misuse,  the  U*  S*  Govern¬ 
ment  would  be  the  loser*  We  also  realise  that  information  may 
be  given  to  a  foreign  service  one  year  and  the  next  year  the 
same  service  is  being  directed  by  some  politically  corrupt 
individual  who  does  not  have  the  best  interests  of  the  United 
States  at  heart.  If  the  foreign  service  requests  you  to 
specifically  check  with  the  FBI,  we  would  like  to  be  so  informed*

connection  with  the  investigation,  it  is  possible  that  the  FBI

CIA  and  the  FBI  but  through-  the  provisions^  of  the  National 
Security  Act  of  1947,  ,the  Directives  of  the  National  Security 
Council,,  and  the  jurisdiction  imposed  upon  the  Bureau  by 
statutes,,  Presidential  Orders,  and  instructions  of  the  Attorney 
General,  the  areas  -of  activity  of  the  two  agencies-  are  quite 
well-defined. 
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Your  jnemorandum  to  Mr,  Boardman  dated  March  21,  , 

(attached) ,  sets  forth  the  results  of  a  lecture  given  by  Supervisor 
Lish  Whitson  of  the  Espionage  Section  before  a  select  group  of  officials 
of  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  (CIA),  The  lecture  was  followed  by 
a  question  and  answer  period  in  which  Supervisor  Sam  Papich  of  the 
Liaison  Section  participated.  The  handling  of  the  lecture,  and  parti¬ 
cularly  the  question  and  answer  period  was  a  very  delicate  matter  in 
view  of  the  relations  between  the  FBI  and  CIA,  To  bo  able  to  adequately 
>  present  a  clear  discussion  to  CIA  personnel  and  at  the  same  time 
forcefully  but  diplomatically  state  the  Bureau's  position  in  unequivo- 
cable  language  is  most  difficult  and  requires  a  skill  which  is  highly 
commendable.  The  attach^  memorandum  reflects  that  very  pointed,  direct 
questions  were  put  to  th^«> Bureau's  representatives  and  they  were  handled

Bulles  and  other  CIA  officials  at  which  time  a  lengthy  discussion 
was  held  concerning  the  findings  made  by  the  Clark  task  force* 
Agent  Papich  has  not  received  all  pertinent  details  concerning  the 
meeting  but  he  has  been  reliably  informed  'that  General  Clark 
highlighted  some  criticisms  of  CIA  operations  and  asked  Dulles  for 
his  comments*  Dulles  allegedly  stated  that  some  of  the  criticisms 
were  very  justified*  He  further  stated  that  other  criticisms  were 
without  foundation  and  had  been  conveyed  to  the  Clark  task  force 
with  obvious  malicious  intent*  General  Clark  then  immediately 
stated  "There  must  be  a  nigger  in  the  woodpile"  and  asked  Dulles 
for  a  clarification*  Dulles  replied  "Let’s  face  it*  General 
Trudeau  hates  the  CIA*"  All  of  this  immediately  precipitated 
a  very  heated  discussion*  General  Christiansen,  who  heads  the 
working  committee  of  the  Clark  task  force,  came  to  Trudeau’s 
defense*  Admiral  Richard  Lansing  Conolly,  another  member  of  the 
Clark  task  force,  allegedly  defended  the  CIA* 


The  complete  results  of  the  above-described  conference 
are  not  known  but  from  all  indications  the  meeting  was  not

Christiansen  stated  that  Clark  and  other  members  of  the  staff  desired  to 
get  Mr,  Hoover’s  views  on  the  general  subject  of  U,  S,  counterintelligenc 
Agent  Papioh  directed  Christiansen’s  attention  to  the  fact  that  on 
January  28,  1955,  the  Bureau  provided  a  rather  extensive  briefing  to  the 
Clark  group  on  the  subject  of  U,S,  counterintelligence  and  that  it  loas 
most  difficult  to  see  what  else  could  be  added  by  Mr,  Hoover;  it  was 
pointed  out  to  Christiansen  that  the  briefing  given  by  the  Bureau  was 
prepared  and  given  with  the  Director’s  full  knowledge  and  in  accordance 
with  his  personal  views.  Agent  Papioh  specifically  asked  Christiansen 
if  some  new  problem  had  arisen  which  necessitated  Bureau  attention  and 
that  if  so  the  Bureau  was  ready  to  cooperate ,  Christiansen  replied  that 
there  was  no  new  problem;  that  the  committee  had  been  fully  satisfied 
with  the  briefing  given  by  the  Bureau  on  January  28,' 1955,  but  General 
Clark  and  other  members  of  the  group  who  had  not  been  present  at  the 
January  28,  1955,  meeting  still  wanted  to  listen  to  Mr,  Hoover, 
some  probing.

General  Christiansen  stated  that  if  the  Director  agreed  to 
meet  with  the  Clark  group,  it  would  only  be  a  matter  of  listening  to

The  entire  atmosphere' is  such  that  any  kind  of  a  meeting  with  the  Clark 
group  at  this  time  could  place  the  Bureau  "on  thespot*"  If  you  approve. 
Agent  Papich  will  advise  General  Christiansen  that  'the  Director's 
schedule  will  not  permit  him  to  meet  with  General  Clark  and  his 
assistants  on  either  April  4,  5  or  6*  In  the  event  any  other  date  is 
suggested  by  Christiansen,  the  Liaison  Agent  will  be  guided  by  the 
Director's  desire,  namely,  that  he  would  like  to  avoid  any  meeting  with
